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Department of Defense military prime contract awards of $10,000 or 
mere for research and development, services, construction, and supplies 
and equipment awarded durinq fiscal year 1976 totaled $42.0 billion, 
51.1 billion more than in fiscal year 1975. Larqe awards for aircraft, 
missile and space systems, electronics and communication equipment, and 
ships which are dominated by large contractors resulted in 69.0% of 
total procurement being awarded to 100 companies which, together with 
their subsidiaries, received the largest dollar volume of prime contracts 
of *1 0,000 or more. 

The top 100 companies received $28.9 billion in defense prime 
contracts during fiscal year 1976 or 69.0% of the $42.0 billion awarded 
to all companies. In fiscal year 1975, the top 100 companies received 
S27.1 billion or R6.3* of the volume of all awards. The table shows 
that the first five companies received 19.15! of the total received by 
all companies in fiscal year 1976, compared with 19.0* durinq fiscal 
year 1975. The largest company In fiscal year 1°76 received awards 
totaling almost 52.5 billion compared with $2.1 billion for the largest 
company in fiscal year 1975. To get on the list in fiscal year 1976 
required million in awards, as opposed to U& million In fiscal 
year 1975.

Thirteen contractors who did not appear on the 11st last year are 
among the top 100 companies this year. Of these, one appears 1n position 
24, one 1n position 31, one 1n position 42, and the balance between 
positions 52 and 100. 



Of the 87 companies appearing on the 11st 1n both fiscal year 1975 
and fiscal year 1976, 37 advanced their position, 47 are 1n a lower 
position, and 3 showed no change. Companies are considered as appearing 
on the list in both years despite mergers, acquisitions, divestitures, 
and name changes if a major component of a newly constituted company or 
the newly constituted company Itself made the 11st as a component of a 
company 1n the top 100 in the prior year. 

The dollar volume of 0oD prime contracts awarded to McDonnell Douglas 
Corp. Increased by nearly $1.1 billion over fiscal year 1975. This was 
the largest dollar change occuring and moved this company up 1n rank from 
fourth position 1n fiscal year 1975 to first place in fiscal year 1976. 
Other companies with large dollar volume Increases were: Northrop Com., 
Tenneco, Inc., FMC Corp., and Rockwell International Corp. Contract 
awards to Northrop Corp., which went from twelfth to third place increased 
by $860 million while each of the other aforementioned companies increased 
by $526 million, $273 million, and $234 million respectively. 

In addition to McDonnell Douglas Corp., other companies with major 
position changes were: Harsco Corp. which went from 61st place to 37th; 
FMC Corp. from 40th to 18th; Pacific Corp. from 64th to 44th; Gould, Inc. 
from 53rd to 91st; Dupont E. I. De Nemours & Co. from 57th to 83rd; 
Santa Fe Engineers, Inc. from 43rd to 68th; and Titan Group, Inc. from 
47th to 72nd.

Although the contract work of many companies on the list Include 
more than one procurement category, each company has been assigned in 
the following table to the procurement category that accounts for its 
largest dollar volume of defense awards; for example, International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corp. is a multi -Industry company producing 
electronic and communications equipment, and Industrial and consumer 
products. For this table 1t 1s assigned to "Electronics", the procure- 
ment category accounting for its largest dollar volume of DoP contract 
awards. On this basis, companies producing "Aircraft" and "Ships" each 
increased by four, while companies producing "Tank Automotive, Ammunition, 
and Electronics" each decreased by three.

During fiscal year 1976, seven companies received prime contract 
awards totaling $1 billion or more. Of the companies in this group, 
Northrop Corp. showed the most significant change from last year, 
moving up from twelfth to third position. The seven companies and a 
brief description of their work being performed for the DoP are as 
follows: 

McDonnell Douglas Corp., 1n fourth place last year, heads the list 
this year with $2.5 billion, or 5.9? of the total. This was an increase 
of almost $1.1 billion from fiscal year 1975. Major contracts were for 
the F-15 Eagle, F-4 Phantom, A/TA-4 Skyhawk aircraft, Dragon and Harpoon 
missiles and RAD for Site Defense, and the F-18 Fighter Prototype. 

Lockheed Aircraft Corp., 1n first place last year, moved to second 
position this year with $1.5 billion, or 3.6% of the total. This was 
a decrease of $570 million from fiscal year 1975. Major contracts were 
for the Trident, Poseidon and Polaris missiles, S-3 Viking, C-130 
Hercules, P-3 Orion aircraft, and space vehicles. 



Northrop Corp., in twelfth place last year, moved to third position 
this year as the volume of contracts awarded rose by $860 million. 
Total awards received by this company during fiscal year 1975 amounted 
to $620 million or 1.5* of the total. Major contracts were for the 
F-5 Freedom Fighter, electronic equipment for the F-15 Eagle, Hawk 
missile, R&D for the advanced ICBM, and other operational systems 
development. 

General Electric Co., In seventh place during fiscal year 1975, 
rose to fourth place this year with awards of $1,347 million or 3.2% of 
the total . Major awards were for the J-85 turbojet and TF-34 turbofan 
engines, Trident and Poseidon missiles, and R&D for the Utility Tactical 
Transport Aircraft System (UTTAS). 

United Technologies Corp. moved from third to fifth place as contracts 
received 1n fiscal year 1976 were $174 million less than 1n fiscal year 
1975. The company's major contracts were for the F-100, TF-30, TF-33, and 
J-57 and the J-75 aircraft engines. 

Boeing Co., in second place during fiscal year 1975, dropped to sixth 
place this year when awards decreased by $385 million. Major defense 
contracts were for the Air Warning & Control System (AWACS), Mlnuteman 
missile, B-52 Stratofortress, B-l, Airborne Command Post, and the Advanced 
Medium STOL Transport Prototype. 

General Dynamics Corp., In sixth place last year, received the 
seventh largest volume of awards with $1.1 billion or 2.6% of the total 
in fiscal year 1976. However, this was a $216 million decrease from last 
year's awards. During this year, contracts Included the Trident missile 
system, nuclear submarines, R&D for the Strategic Cruise Missile, and 
guided missile launching devices.
